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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. The 
Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the claim rejections are proper.. 

Applicant contests the equating of "controlling an ambient temperature" to "programming" in the Final Rejection on pgs. 1-3 of the presernt 
Response. 

The Examiner respectively disagrees. The Applicant has mis-represented the Examiner's mapping from the Final Rejection. As shown on 
pg. 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner has equated the "control program. ...enabling controlling. ...of the remote devices" from the 
disclosure of Lui with the claimed "programming". Due to the broad nature of the "programming" limitations in the present claims, this 
disclosure of Lui meets the claim language and properly rejects the claims. 

Applicant also contests the combination of APA and Lui for rendering obvious having a bus idle detection circuit in the bus repeater, stating 
that APA and Lui are directly to vastly different system, it would not have been obvious to combine the two systems in the manner 
suggested by Examiner. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner has cited disclosure from Alexander properly showing logic that reads on the claimed 
limitations of bus idle detection circuitry. One of ordinary skill in the art, in combining this disclosure with Lui, would include the bus idle 
detection in the bus repeater because it would be optimal to monitor the bus for an idle condition from the location of a bus repeater - 
accessible to either side/direction of the bus. 

Further, the combination of APA with Lui - though not directly impacting the combination of the bus idle detection circuitry from Alexander 
as presented by Applicant at the top of pg. 2 of the Respone - is proper, motivated based on the cited portion of Liu of enabling 
communication from remote devices to the host without requiring an additional dedicated address port on the adapter (see bottom pg. 8 of 
the Final Rejection). 

As such, the claim rejections of the Final Rejection are proper.
